DECLARATION   OF    PURPOSES. 

WHEREAS,  The  general  condition  of  our  country  imperatively  de- 
mands unity  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  laboring  classes,  reformation 
and  economy,  and  the  dissemination  of  principles  best  calculated  to 
encourage  and  foster  agricultural  and  mechanical  pursuits;  encouraging 
the  toiling  masses  leading  them  in  the  road  to  prosperity,  and  providing 
a  just  and  fair  remuneration  for  labor,  a  just  exchange  for  our  commodi- 
ties, and  the  best  means  of  securing  to  the  laboring  classes  the  greatest 
amount  of  good;  we  hold  to  the  principle  that  all  monopolies  are  dan- 
gerous to  the  best  interest  of  our  country,  tending  to  enslave  a  free  peo- 
ple and  subvert  and  finally  overthrow  the  great  principles  purchased  to 
the  fathers  of  American  liberty.  We  therefore  adopt  the  following  as 
our  declaration  of  principles: 

1  To  labor  for  the  education  of  the  agricultural  classes  in  the  science 
of  economical  government  in  a  strictly  non-partisan  spirit. 
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2':  To  endorse  the  motto,  "  In  things  essential,  unit}-;  and  in  all  things, 
charity." 

3.  To  develop  a  better  state,  mentally,  morally,  socially  and  finan- 
cially. 

4.  To  create  a  better  understanding  for  sustaining  civil  officers  in  main- 
taining law  and  order. 

5.  To  constantly  strive  to  secure  entire  harmony  and  good  will  among 
all  mankind  and  brotherly  love  among  ourselves 

6.  To  suppress  personal,  local,  sectional  and  national  prejudices,  and 
unhealthy  rivalry,  and  all  selfish  ambition. 

7.  The  brightest  jewels  which  it  garners  are  the  tears  of  widows  and 
orphans,  and  its  imperative  commands  are  to  visit  the  homes  where 
lacerated  hearts  are  bleeding;  to  assuage  the  suffering  of  a  brother  or 
sister;  bury  the  dead;  care  for  the  widows  and  educate  the  orphans;  to 
exercise  charity  towards  offenders;  to  construe  words  and  deeds  in  their 
most  favorable  light,  granting  honesty  of  purpose  and  good  intention  to 
others;  and  to  protect  the  principles  of  the  Alliance  unto  death.  Its 
laws  are  reason  and  equity;  its  cardinal  doctrines  inspire  purity  of 
thought  and  life;  its  intentions  are  "peace  on  earth  and  good  will 
towards  men."

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE   I. 

MEMBERSHIP    AND    OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Farmers'  State  Aeu- 
ance  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  have  power  to  make  its  own 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  and  Business. 

SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  County  Alliance 
containing  2,000  members  or  less,  and  an  additional  delegate  for  every 
1,000  members  in  excess  of  2,000,  its  officers,  Executive  and  Judiciary 
Committees  and  District  Lecturers:  Provided,  however,  that  none  but 
delegates  be  allowed  to  vote  except  in  case  of  a  tie,  when  the  President 
shall  have  the  casting  vote.  It  shall  elect  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary-Treasurer,  Business  Agent,  Lecturer,  Steward.  Chaplain,  Door- 
keeper, Sergeant-at-Arms,  who  shall  hold  office  for  twelve  months — ex- 
cept the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  hold  office  for  five  years,  one 
member  being  elected  at  each  annual  session,  or  until  their  successors 
are  ehcted  and  installed,  when  the  retiring  officers  shall  be  honorary 
members  for  that  session  only.  The  Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency 
Fund  shall  be  an  officer  of  the  Alliance.  All  members  of  Subordinate 
Alliances  in  good  standing  are  eligible  to  office  in  the  State  Alliance. 

Sec.  3.  A  County  Alliance  shall  be  organized  when  there  are  three 
or  more  Subordinate  Alliances  in  such  county,  to  be  composed  of  dele- 
gates from  the  Subordinate  Alliances  in  such  ratio  as  each  County  Alli- 
ance may  elect,  but  not  less  than  one  delegate  for  each  ten  members. 

SEC.  4.  A  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  not  be  organized  with  less  than 
five  members,  nor  nearer  than  three  miles  by  a  direct  line  to  an  Alliance 
in  the  same  county,  except  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
such  Alliance  or  Alliances. 

Sec.  5.  The  County  and  Subordinate  Alliances  shall  elect  the  same 
officers  as  the  State  Alliance,  to  hold  office  for  same  length  of  time,  ex- 
cept that  the  entire  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  each  year. 
That  officers  and  members  of  standing  committees  to  be  considered 
active  members  of  the  County  Alliance,  and  on  all  questions  coming  be- 
fore that  body,  just  as  allowed  other  members,  provided  the  County 
Alliance  so  elect. 

Sec.  6.  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  counties  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  of  the  State  Alliance.  Delegates  from  one-fourth  of  the  Subordi- 
nate Alliances  a  quorum  of  the  County  Alliance.  Three  members  a 
quorum  of  the  Subordinate  Alliances,  unless  provided  in  their  By-Laws. 
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In  the  absence  of  a  quorum  at  an}-  meeting,  the  presiding  officer  may 
announce  a  recess  for  such  time  as  may  be  desirable,  not  to  exceed 
twenty-four  hours. 

SEC  7.  The  election  shall  be  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  name  is 
proposed,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  decide  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Delegates  to  the  State  Alliance  shall  be  elected  at  the  July 
session  of  the  County  Alliance  and  shall  hold  office  for  twelve  months 
Delegates  to  the  Count}'  Alliance  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Subordinate 
Alliances  in  December,  March,  June  and  September,  Officers  of  the 
County  Alliance  at  their  July  session.  Officers  of  Subordinate  Alliances 
at  the  first  meeting  in  June  each  year  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practica- 
ble. 

Sec  9.  The  State  Alliance  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  August,  at  12  o'clock  M.,  at  such  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
State  Executive  Committee.  County  Alliances  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Thursday  in  January,  April,  July  and  October.  But  to  suit  the  con- 
veniences of  the  State  Lecturer,  the  time  of  the  county  meetings  may  be 
altered,  within  the  range  of  the  first  twenty  days  of  the  months  named 
by  the  State  President,  Executive  Committee,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and 
the  Lecturer,  a  majority  concurring  therein,  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
purpose  in  view  in  the  division  of  the  State  into  Lecture  Districts,  under 
Art.  I,  Sec.  10.  Suborbinate  Alliances  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month. 
The  President  of  the  State  Alliance  may  call  a  meeting  on  application  of 
the  Presidents  of  one-fourth  of  the  County  Alliances.  The  President  of 
a  County  Alliance  on  application  of  the  Presidents  of  five  Subordinate 
Alliances.  The  Presidents  of  a  Subordinate  Alliance  on  the  application 
of  five  members. 

Sec.  10.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  eight  Lecture  Districts: 

First  District — Currituck,  Camden,  Pasquotank,  Perquimans,  Chowan, 
Gates,  Hertford,  Northampton,  Halifax,  Edgecombe,  Martin,  Bertie. 

Second  District — Carteret,  Onslow,  Jones,  Lenoir,  Pitt,  Craven,  Pam- 
lico, Beaufort   Hyde,  Dare,  Tyrrell,  Washington. 

Third  District  —  Greene,  Wayne,  Wilson.  Nash,  Franklin,  Warren, 
Vance,  Granville,  Durham,  Wake,  Harnett,  Johnston. 

Fourth  District — Chatham,  Moore,  Richmond,  Robeson,  Cumberland, 
Bladen,  Columbus,  New  Hanover,  Brunswick,  Pender,  Duplin,  Sampson. 

Fifth  District — Anson,  Union,  Stanly,  Montgomery,  Randolph,  Da- 
vidson, Guilford,  Rockingham,  Caswell,  Person,  Orange,  Alamance 

Sixth  District — Alexander,  Caldwell,  Mitchell,  Watauga,  Ashe,  Alle- 
ghany, Wilkes,  Surry,  Stokes,  Forsyth,  Davie.  Yadkin. 

Seventh  District  —  Iredell,  Rowan,  Cabarrus,  Gaston,  Mecklenburg, 
Lincoln,  Catawba,  Burke,  McDowell,  Rutherford,  Cleveland,  Polk. 

Eighth  District  —  Cherokee,  Clay,  Macon.  Graham,  Swain,  Jackson, 
Haywood,  Madison,  Buncombe,  Henderson.  Transylvania. 

Sec.  II.  Each  County  and  Subordinate  Alliance  may  form  their  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  in  conformity  to  the  State  and  National  bodie?. 
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SEC.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  County  Lecturer  lo  furnish  quar- 
terly, to  the  State  Lecturer,  a  statement  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
County  Alliance,  and  to  notify  the  State  Lecturer  if  his  services  are 
desired,  and  what  provisions  the  county  will  make  as  compensation  for 
the  State  Lecturer's  services. 

ARTICLE  II. 
DCTIES   OF   OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  duties  of  the  President  shall  be  those  belonging  to 
presiding  officers,  ond  he  shall  inspect  the  ballot-box  and  announce  the 
results,  conduct  initiations,  expound  the  secret  work,  aud  open  and  close 
the  Alliance  according  to  the  ritual. 

SEC.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  per- 
form his  duties.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President  and 
Vice-President,  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  the  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  and  until  the  new 
president  is  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of  absence  of  the  President 
and  Vice-President  at  any  meeting,  the  Alliance  can  elect  temporarily,  a 
presiding  officer  for  that  session  b)-  acclamation.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  Executive  Committee,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of 
the  President  until  the  meeting  of  the  State  Alliance,  which  shall  elect 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 

SEC.  3.  The  duty  of 'the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  be  to  keep 
a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  State  Alliance,  conduct  its  correspon- 
dence, keep  a  roll  of  its  members,  to  receive  all  money  of  the  Alliance 
and  pay  it  over  monthly  to  the  Treasurer  and  take  his  receipt  for  the 
same;  to  read  all  communications,  reports  and  petitions  in  open  Alliance 
when  necessary,  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  Alliance  to  all  documents 
requiring  the  same,  to  prepare  for  publication  a  copy  of  the  proceedings 
of  each  annual,  State  or  called  session  immediately  after  adjournment,  to 
distribute  the  semi-annual  pass-word  to  the  Secretary  or  President  of  each 
Subordinate  Alliance,  who  shall  give  it  to  the  members  of  his  Alliance; 
and  this  pass-word  shall  be  given  in  no  other  manner:  Provided,  where 
no  County  Alliance  has  been  formed  the  pass-word  shall  be  given  to  the 
Secretary  or  President  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  in  each  count}-.  He 
shall  have  charge  of  the  seal,  books  and  papers  of  the  State  Alliance; 
his  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  President, 
Executive  Committee,  or  any  other  committee  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent to  inspect  the  same;  he  shall  keep  a  correct  account  between  the 
State  and  County  Alliances;  he  shall  furnish  each  Secretary  of  the 
County  Alliances  with  a  blank  book  properly  ruled,  with  suitable  col- 
umn heads  for  classifying  aud  recording  the  contents  of  the  reports  from 
Subordinate  Alliances;  also  suitable  blanks  for  making  reports  to  his 
office,  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee;  and  a  supply 
of  blanks  for  the   Secretary  of  each   Subordinate  Alliance  to  report  to 
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Connty  Alliances;  lie  shall  also  make  a  list  of  all  officers,  standing  and 
special  committees  of  the  State  Alliance,  with  name  and  postoffice  ad- 
dress, which  list  shall  be  a  part  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  State 
Alliance. 

SEC  4.  The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Alliance  shall,  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  furnish  their  County  Secreta- 
ries and  Chairmen  of  Executive  Committees  with  a  list  of  the  number  of 
all  male  members  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  also  those  under  twenty- 
one,  the  number  of  females,  and  other  statistics  required  of  him  by  the 
County  Secretary,  and  shall  accompany  the  same  with  the  fees  and  dues 
due  the  County  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  of  each  County  Alliance  shall  classify  and  re- 
cord the  reports  from  the  various  Subordinate  Alliances  in  his  county, 
and  shall  make  a  report  of  the  same  quarterly  in  triplicate,  one  copy  to 
be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance,  one  copy  to  the  Chairman 
of  the.  State  Executive  Committee  by  the  30th  of  January,  April,  July 
and  October,  and  one  copy  retained  by  the  County  Alliance. 

SEC  6.  When  a  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  fail  to  make  its  report  to 
the  County  Alliance,  as  specified  in  section  four  of  this  Article,  it  shall 
not  be  allowed  representation,  and  if  it  shall  continue  in  neglect  of  this 
duty  and  not  send  its  reports  and  dues  for  twelve  months,  it  shall  stand 
suspended. 

SEC.  7.  When  the  County  Alliance  shall  fail  to  make  its  reports  to  the 
State  Alliance  as  specified  in  section  five  of  this  Article,  it  shall  not  be 
allowed  representation,  and  when  in  arrears  for  more  than  one  month, 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  notify  the  President  of  such 
County  Alliance,  and  he  shall  investigate  the  matter  and  report  to  the 
State  Secretary  the  reason  for  such  delay,  and  if  it  shall  continue  in  neg- 
lect of  that  duty  and  not  send  its  reports  and  dues  within  twelve  months, 
it  shall  stand  suspended.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Alliance  to 
notify  such  defaulting  Alliances  of  their  suspension  and  the  cause  thereof. 
He  shall  exchange  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Alli- 
ance with  the  Secretary  of  each  State  Alliance,  and  bind  the  reports  so 
received  with  the  proceedings  of  this  Alliance  in  a  book,  to  be  the 
property  of  the  State  Alliance.  He  shall  also  furnish  a  copy  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  State  Alliance  to  the  Secretary  and  Chairman  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  National  Farmers'  Alliance  and  Industrial 
Union. 

SEC.  8.  The  Treasurer's  duty  shall  be  to  receive  all  money  from  the 
Secretary,  and  pay  it  out  on  a  warrant  from  the  Secretary,  approved  by 
the  President.  He  shall  file  with  the  Executive  Committee  a  bond  for 
double  the  amount  of  money  that  is  likely  to  pass  through  his  hands. 

SEC.  9.  The  Chaplain's  duty  shall  be  to  conduct  the  religious  exercises 
of  the  Alliance  ;  to  officiate  at  the  funeral  service  on  the  death  of  a  num- 
ber of  the  Order. 
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Sec  10.  The  Lecturer's  dutv  shall  be,  at  each  meeting  to  deliver  or 
read  a  short  address  on  some  topic  of  interest  to  the  Order,  and  in 
liis  absence,  the  Steward,  who  is  Assistant  Lecturer,  shall  take  his  place. 

SEC  11.  The  duty  of  the  Doorkeeper  and  his  assistant  shall  be  to 
guard  the  door,  to  take  up  the  word,  to  see  that  all  are  properly  clothed, 
to  have  charge  of  the  property  of  the  Alliance  and  to  keep  the  house  in 
order. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  assist  the 
President  in  preserving  order  while  the  body  is  in  session,  to  see  that  the 
members,  at  the  sound  of  the  gavel,  take  seats  and  cease  talking. 

SEC  13.  If  at  any  time  after  the  Alliance  is  called  to  order  by  the 
President,  a  member  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  section, 
or  in  any  way  disturb  the  business  of  this  body,  he  shall,  after  the  second 
offence  during  the  same  day,  be  reported  to  the  President,  who  shall 
publicly  reprimand  said  brother,  and  if  reported  the  second  time  during 
the  day,  he  shall  be  expelled  from  the  house  for  that  day. 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  see  that  the  orders  of  the  President  are  obeyed  ; 
carry  all  papers  or  messages  from  the  President  to  other  officers  of  this 
bodj-,  as  he  may  be  directed. 

Sec.  15.  He  may  have  the  privilege  of  appointing  one  or  more  assist- 
ants to  assist  him  in  performing  his  duties,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  President. 

Sec.  16.  He  shall  keep  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  the  use  of  the 
body,  and  look  after  the  general  comfort  of  the  body. 

Sec.  17.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  mail  matter,  and  see  that  it  is 
distributed  to  the  members. 

Sec.  18.  All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  these  duties  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and  said 
account  must  be  itemized  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  III. 
QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  MEMBERSHIP. 
Section  i.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  unless  he  has 
been  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  six  months  past,  and 
not  then  unless  he  be  a  farmer,  farm  laborer,  fisherman,  mechanic  (pro- 
vided he  be  not  a  resident  of  a  town  of  more  than  3,000  inhabitants,  and 
under  such  other  restrictions  as  each  County  Alliance  may  for  its  own 
territory  deem  wise),  country  physician,  or  minister  of  the  gospel  whose 
work  is  mainly  in  the  country,  editor  of  a  strictly  agricultural  paper,  be 
of  good  moral  character,  believe  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  be 
of  industrious  habits,  is  a  white  person,  and  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 
Further,  when  any  member  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  engage  in 
any  occupation  which  would  render  him  ineligible  before  initiation,  said 
member  shall  at  once  be  dismissed  from  the  Alliance,  and  furnished  by 
the  Secretary  with  a  written  statement  of  the  cause  of  his  dismissal  : 
Provided,  that  the  above  shall  not  apply  to  the  members  who  may  be 
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selected  to  buy  and  sell  as  merchants  under  the  supervision  of  the  Alli- 
ance: Provided,  that  the  Cherokee  Indians,  in  the  counties  of  Clay, 
Graham,  Haywood,  Jackson,  Macon  and  Swain  may  be  received  (when 
qualified)  as  members  of  the  Order  if  they  are  pure  Indian  blood  and  not 
less  than  half  white:  Pi  ovided  further,  Croatan  Indians  in  this  State 
may  be  received  on  the  same  conditions. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  person  seemingly  qualified  for  membership  under  section 
i  of  this  Article,  shall  send  in  his  application,  and  it  shall  be  shown  to 
the  committee  of  investigation  that  he  has  other  interests  that  do  not 
harmonize  with  the  interests  of  the  Order,  they  shall  report  adversely  to 
his  admission,  and  make  a  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  the 
Secretary  shall  inform  the  applicant  of  the  causes  of  his  ineligibility. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  more  than  one 
Alliance  at  one  time. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  not  be  any  political  or  religious  tests  for  member- 
ship. 

Sec.  5.  Females  over  sixteen  years  of  age  may,  when  qualified  under 
section  i,  become  members  of  this  Order. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

FEES  AND    DUES. 

Section  i.  All  fees  and  dues  in  the  Subordinate  Alliance  are  due  and 
payable  quarterly  in  advance.  No  member  who  has  not  paid  his  dues  in 
advance  shall  be  entitled  to  the  new  pass-word.  Members  in  arrears  for 
dues  for  three  months  shall  stand  suspended  without  any  action  of  the 
Alliance,  but  they  shall  immediately  become  members  of  good  standing 
by  paying  one  quarter's  dues  on  approval  of  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Sub-Alliance.  If  such  dues  remain  unpaid  for  six  months,  such  member 
shall  stand  expelled. 

Sec.  2.  The  initiation  fee  of  males  shall  be  fifty  cents  and  the  dues 
twenty-five  cents  a  quarter.  Females  shall  be  exempt  from  initiation 
fees,  but  "  ma)?  at  their  own  election  "  pay  dues  to  the  amount  of  five 
cents  each  quarter,  all  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Alliance.  Such  females  as  ma}'  elect  to  pay  dues  shall  be  entitled 
to  representation  as  males. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  send  with  his 
quarterly  report  to  the  County  Alliance,  twenty-five  cents  for  each  male 
member  initiated  during  the  quarter,  and  fifteen  cents  dues  for  each  male 
member  of  his  Alliance  reported  for  the  quarter,  and  five  cents  for  each 
female  who  has  elected  to  pay  her  dues.  But  if  no  County  organization 
the  Secretary  of  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  send  to  the  Secretary  of  th 
State  Alliance  the  same  fees  and  dues  that  would  have  been  sent  to  the 
County  Secretary,  and  is  allowed  representation  in  State  Alliance.  The 
Secretary  of  the  County  Alliance  shall  send  with  his  quarterly  report,  to 
the  Secretarv  of  the  State  Alliance  fifteen  cents  for  each  male  member 
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initiated  in  his  county  reported  in  good  standing  for  the  previous  said 
quarterly  term,  and  ten  cants  dues  for  each  male  member  in  his  county 
reported  in  good  standing  for  the  said  quarterly  term,  and  five  cents  for 
each  female  member  whose  dues  has  been  sent  in  from  Sub-Alliance. 
That  any  Count}'  or  Sub-Alliance  at  its  option  may  tax  its  females  and 
have  representation  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  The  charter  fee  for  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  be  five  dollars, 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  Subordinate  Alliance  at  the  time  of  organiza- 
tion The  organizing  officer  shall  receive  for  his  services  for  organizing 
eaeh  Alliance  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  for  organizing  County  Alliance 
twelve  dollars:  Provided,  that  the  amount,  if  any  advanced,  may  be 
retained  in  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  5,  Any  Subordinate  Alliance  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its 
members  in  good  standing,  lay  an  assessment  on  each  member  not  to 
exceed  twenty-five  cents  per  quarter. 

ARTICLE  V. 

APPLITATIONS   AND   INITIATIONS. 

Section  i.  Any  person  wishing  to  become  a  member  of  a  Subordinate 
Alliance  shall  offer  an  application  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  nearest 
Subordinate  Alliance,  stating  age,  occupation  and  place  of  residence,  the 
application  to  be  accompanied  hy  the  initiation  fee,  and  the  applicant  to 
be  recommended  by  two  members  in  good  standing,  and  the  application 
shall  lie  over  from  one  stated  meeting  until  the  next  ior  ballot. 

Sue.  2.  When  an  application  is  received,  the  President  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  to  investigate  the  character  of  the  applicant  and 
report  at  the  next  stated  meeting  ;  on  report  of  committee  the  ballot  on 
his  petition  shall  be  taken,  and  if  clear,  he  shall  be  declared  elected  ;  if 
one  black  ball  shall  appear,  the  President  shall  immediately  order  the 
ballot  taken  again,  in  order  to  ascertain  if  there  be  a  mistake  ;  if  one 
black  ball  shall  again  appear,  the  President  shall  announce  that  the 
ballot  will  again  be  taken  at  the  next  stated  meeting,  during  which  time 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  casting  the  black  ball  to  impart  to  the 
President  personally  his  reason  for  so  doing  ;  at  the  time  of  taking  the 
final  ballot  the  President  shall  state  to  the  Alliance  the  reason  why  the 
black  ball  appeared,  carefully  concealing  the  name  of  the  brother  who 
cast  it  (and  always  concealing  the  same  : )  Provided,  however^  if  their 
shall  be  no  cause  given  to  the  President  by  the  next  regular  meeting,  the 
President  shall  declare  the  candidate  elected  without  further  ballot,  but 
if  the  ballot  should  be  taken  again,  and  if  only  one  black  ball  should  ap- 
pear, the  candidate  shall  be  declared  elected  ;  if  rejected,  the  Secretary 
will  notify  him  in  writing  and  refund  the  initiation  fee. 

SEC  3  When  an  applicant  is  elected,  he  shall  be  initiated  within  four 
stated  meetings,  if  not  providentially  hindered  ;  otherwise,  he  shall  stand 
as  an  excluded  member. 
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Sec.  4.  A  petition  cannot  be  withdrawn  after  it  has  been  received,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  5.  The  petition  of  any  one  rejected  shall  not  again  be  received 
nntii  the  expiration  of  six  months. 

SEC.  6.  Any  member  clear  of  the  books  may  make  application  for  a 
(limit  or  withdrawal  card,  and  if  no  charges  are  perferred  against  him  or 
her,  the  Secretary  shall  issue  his  dimit  or  card. 

Sec.  7.  Anj-  member  holding  a  dimit  or  card,  wishing  to  affiliate  with 
any  Alliance,  shall  present  a  written  petition,  accompanied  by  the  dimit 
and  all  dues  that  have  accrued  since  its  date,  and  upon  a  two-thirds  vote 
in  favor  of  applicant,  he  shall  be  declared  elected.  If  the  dimit  is  six 
months  old  he  shall  come  in  only  as  a  new  member. 

SEC.  8.  All  dimits  shall  be  addressed  to  some  definite  Subordinate  Al- 
liance, and  upon  reception  of  person  dimited,  the  Alliance  receiving  shall 
notify  the  Alliance  dimiting.  All  persons  not  so  reported  in  six  months 
shall  be  marked  as  dropped. 

Sec.  9.  Sub-Alliances  who  have  forfeited  or  surrendered  their  charter 
may  be  re-organized  by  making  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Alliance,  which  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  fifty  cents 
for  every  member  who  5-igns  such  application.  On  receipt  of  such  appli- 
cation accompanied  by  the  fees,  the  Secretary  shall  forward  to  the  Sub- 
Alliance  a  duplicate  of  their  old  or  new  charter  :  Provided,  that  none  but 
those  who  were  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  the  surrender  of  the  char- 
ter and  are  still  according  to  Section  1,  Article  3,  of  the  Constitution  shall 
be  accepted  :  Provided,  further,  that  not  less  than  five  members  make 
application. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

GOOD   OF  THE   ORDER — ARBITRATION   OF  DIFFERENCES. 

Section  i.  Each  .Subordinate  and  County  Allianc  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  three  on  the  "  Good  of  the  Order  "  This  committee  shall  be  a 
board  for  the  arbitration  of  differences  of  any  nature  that  may  exist  be- 
tween members  of  said  Alliance 

Sec.  2.  It  is  deemed  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  order  for  brothers  to 
go  to  law  with  each  other,  therefore  it  is  earnestly  recommended  when 
pecuniary  or  other,  differences  arise  between  members,  that  they  settle 
them  amicably  among  themselves;  failing  to  do  so,  that  they  leave  the 
matter  to  the  board  of  arbitration,  provided  none  of  said  board  are  dis- 
qualified by  interest  or  relationship  in  favor  of  or  against  the  contending 
parties.  If  this  be  the  case,  a  new  board,  or  any  member  of  it,  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Alliance  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  the  difficulty.  But 
if  this  fails,  then  the  courts  of  law  may  be  resorted  to  in  settlement  of 
the  matter. 

SEC.  3.  When  any  officer  or  member  shall  be  Jguilty  of  conduct  unbe- 
coming an  Allianceman,  or  when  personal  differences  shall  exist  between 
members,  and  after  reasonable  efforts,  cannot  be  amicably  adjusted,  an 
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officer  may  be  impeached,  and  a  member  reprimanded,  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled ;  charges  and  specifications  in  writing  may  be  preferred  by  any 
member  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  board  of  arbitration,  and  when  charges 
are  preferred,  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Lecturer  to  the  party  charged.  The  Chairman  of  the  board  shall 
notify  the  parties  at  variance  in  writing,  of  the  time  and  place  at  which 
they  will  take,  in  writing,  all  testimony  of  persons  not  members  of  the 
Alliance,  and  report  the  same  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  upon 
the  report  and  such  other  testimony  as  may  be  had  in  the  Alliance,  the 
Board  shall  proceed  at  once  in  the  trial,  and  the  Alliance  inflict  such 
punishment  on  either  or  both  of  the  parties  as  it  may  determine. 

SEC.  4  All  trials  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Subordinate  Alli- 
ance shall  be  by  Board  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  ;  all  trials  of  the  offi- 
cers or  members  of  the  County  Alliance  shall  be  by  the  Board  of  County 
Alliance  ;  all  trials  of  officers  or  membr  rs  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  be 
by  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  State  Alliance  ;  all  appeals  from  the 
Board  of  the  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  be  to  the  Board  of  the  County 
Alliance  ;  all  appeals  from  the  County  Alliance  shall  be  to  the  Board  of 
Judiciary  of  the  State  Alliance. 

SEC.  5.  All  parties  on  trial  for  any  offence  shall  have  the  right  to  defend 
themselves  in  person  or  by  proxy.  The  Lecturer  shall  conduct  the  prose- 
cution, and  shall  have  the  right  to  close,  after  which  the  decision  shall  be 
rendered  determining  the  punishment,  either  by  expulsion,  suspension 
or  reprimand  by  the  Board. 

SEC.  6  In  case  of  an  appeal,  all  the  proceedings  in  the  trial  with  the 
testimony,  properly  transcribed  from  the  records,  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  County,  State  or  National  Board,  as  the  case  may 
be,  with  the  signatures  of  the  Board  and  Lecturer.  Whenever  a  person 
is  convicted  in  a  Subordinate  AlUance,  and  an  appeal  is  taken,  the  Lectur- 
er of  the  Subordinate  Alliance,  may  still  assist  as  prosecuting  attorney, 
if  deemed  necessary. 

SEC  7.  Any  member  suspended  on  charges  can  be  re  instated  only  by 
two-thirds  vote,  after  one  month's  notice  on  application  in  open  Alliance 
at  a  stated  meeting. 

SEC  8.  Any  member  expelled  can  be  re-instated  only  by  application , 
as  in  the  preceding  section,  and  the  same  ballot  required  as  on  petition 
for  membership  into  the  Order. 

SEC.  9.  The  President  of  the  State  Alliance  shall,  at  each  annual  ses- 
sion, appoint  a  Judiciary  Committee  of  three  members,  who  shall  consider 
and  determine  all  questions  of  organic  or  statutory  law  coming  up  on  ap- 
peals during  vacation,  and  all  other  questions  submitted  to  it  by  the  State 
Alliance  whfe  in  session.  It  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  decisions  in  a  book 
to  be  furnished  for  the  purpose,  and  j  eport  to  each  session  of  the  State 
Alliance. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

DUTIES   OF   EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

Section  r.  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  State 
Alliance  one  Executive  Committeeman  to  hold  five  years,  whose  duty, 
with  the  four  holding  over,  shall  be  to  examine  the  books  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  State  Business  Agent  and  Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund, 
and  to  report  on  their  condition  to  the  State  Alliance,  with  an  itemized 
statement  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  yetr  ending  en  and 
including  the  31st  day  of  July  in  each  year.  In  case  of  vacancy  on  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of 
President  until  meeting  of  State  Alliance,  which  shall  elect  to  fill  vacancy. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  supervise  suitable  bonds  for  the  Secretary-Treasurer, 
Business  Agent  and  Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund,  and  approve 
the  same  ,  they  shall  audit  all  claims,  and,  if  allowed,  the  Secretary  shall 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  so  allowed,  and  all  war- 
rants drawn  on  the  Treasurer  shall  be  "signed  by  the  Secretary  and  ap- 
proved by  the  President. 

SEC.  3.  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  prepare  suitable  bonds 
for  Secretary-Treasurer,  State  Business  Agent  and  Trustee  of  the  Business 
Agency  Fund,  and  approve  the  same,  and  to  increase,  diminish  or  cancel 
said  bonds  ;  to  dismiss  and  appoint  a  new  Business  Agent,  when  the  good 
of  the  Alliance  demands,  by  reason  of  inefficiency,  or  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  Agent  to  perform  his  duties,  and  affix  his  salary,  not  to  exceed 
$1,500  per  annum,  including  clerk  hire.  The  bonds  of  the  County  and 
Subordinate  Alliance  Business  Agents  shall  be  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  who  shall  exercise  the  same  power  ovf  r  the  Agents  as  are 
exercised  by  the  State  Executive  Committee  over  the  State  Business 
Agent. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ORGANIZATION. 

Section  1.  The  Lecturer  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  superintend  the 
organization  of  Alliances  in  the  State.  He  shall  correct  all  irregulari  ies 
in  the  work,  secret  or  otherwise.  The  Executive  Committee  Cummittee 
of  the  State  Alliance  may  appoint  Assistant  Lecturer  when  deemed  neces- 
sary. 

SEC.  2.  The  Lecturers  and  Stewa  d  shall  report  monthly  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  Alliance  the  number  of  Alliances  organized  and  the  work 
performed  by  them. 

SEC.  3.  The  Lecturer  of  County  Alliances  shall  be  Organizer  in  his 
county. 

Sec  4.  All  officers  of  the  State  Alliance  are  authorized  to  organize 
Alliances,  but  when  they  are  salaried  officers,  the  fee  shall  be  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  State  Alliance,  who  shall  issue  a  charter  atiested  by 
the  Secretary,  to  each  regular  organiztd  Alliance. 
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Sec.  5.  No  Alliance  shall  be  organized  in  less  than  three  mil<-s  (direct 
line)  of  another  Alliance  in  same  count}',  unless  such  Alliar  ce  furnishes 
the  organizing  officer  a  written  permit  duly  attested,  of  action  of  all  such 
Al  iances  consenting  to  its  organization,  which  permit  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance,  with  application  for  a  charter,  and 
all  such  organizations  otherwise  made  shall  be  void. 

SEC.  6.  Whenever  an  Alliance  shall  become  defunct,  any  member  in 
goid  standing  belonging  1o  said  defunct  Alliance  may,  in  three  months, 
join  an  Alliance  within  his  reach  without  being  required  to  pay  a  fee  : 
Provided,  however,  each  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  be  judge  of  its  own 
membership. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  an  Alliance  becomes  so  large  as  to  become  unwieldly, 
it  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  divide  and  form  two  Alliances  ;  and  on  peti- 
tion of  said  Alliances,  under  seal,  to  the  President  of  the  State  Alliance, 
he  will  grant  a  charter  for  a  new  Alliance.  Whenever  two  or  more  Al- 
liat  ces  may  deem  it  best  for  the  good  of  tl  e  Order,  they  may  consolidate. 
The  Subordinate  Alliances  may  determine  their  name.  Any  member  di- 
mitted  from  a  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  be  under  supervision  of  the 
Subordinate  Alliance  from  which  he  is  dimitted  so  long  as  he  remains  in  its 
jurisdiction,  and  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  sit  in  open  Alliance  after  the 
quarter  expires  in  which  he  obtained  his  dimit. 

ARTTCLE  IX. 

Section  i,  Any  member  who  may  hereafter  disclose  any  of  the  work- 
ings of  the  Order,  or  who  may  impart  the  password  of  the  Order  know- 
ingly to  any  one  not  entitled  to  the  same,  or  who  shall  disclose  any  of 
the  secrets  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Order,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  in  mediately  expelled  by  the  body,  and  shall  not  be  eligible 
to  membership  thereafter. 

Sec.  2  A  member  who  abuses  or  denounces  the  Alliance,  and  desires 
to  withdraw  shall  not  be  granted  a  dimit  or  withdrawal  card,  but  shall 
be  suspended  or  expelled,  and  not  be  permitted  to  withdraw. 

ARTICLE   X. 

SALARIES   OF   OFFICERS   AND   MIEEAGE   AND   PER   DIEM    OF   MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  President  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  be  paid  a  salary 
of  $100  per  annum  for  office  work,  with  necessary  postage,  stationery 
and  traveling  expenses,  and  for  what  lecturing  may,  in  his  and  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Executive  Committee,  be  necessary  for  him  to  do,  that  he 
receive  $2.00  per  da}'  and  traveling  expenses. 

SEC.  2.  The  annual  salary  of  the  Secretar3'-Treasurer  and  Business 
Agent  combined,  of  the  State  Alliance,  shall  not  exceed  $  1,500  per  year — 
$  100  of  same  to  be  paid  out  of  funds  of  Secretary-Trersurer's  department. 
Said  salary  to  be  paid  quarterly  on  warrants  signed  by  the  Secretary  and 
approved  by  the  President. 
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Sec.  3.  The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Alliance 
shall  receive  actual  transportation  expenses  when  traveling  in  discharge 
of  their  official  duties,  and  $2.00  per  diem  while  so  actually  engaged, 
with  a  reasonable  amount  for  stationery  and  postage.  All  said  sum  to  be 
paid  from  Treasury  of  the  State  Alliance. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

MISCELLANEOUS     PROVISIONS. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  continue  in  office  no  longer  than  two 
years  in  succession. 

Sec.  2.  When  a  member  has  been  convicted  in  a  Subordinate  or  County 
Alliance,  and  sentence  has  been  passed  on  him,  an  appeal  to  a  higher  tri- 
bunal shall  stay  execution  of  sentence  until  the  appeal  has  been  heard 
and  the  decision  rendered,  and  until  such  decision  has  been  rendered  he 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

SEC  3.  The  retiring  officers  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  become  hon- 
orary members,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  mileage  and  per  diem  as  other 
delegates  for  that  session  only. 

SEC  4.  The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Alliance  shall  keep  a  death 
record  of  its  members,  showing  the  age,  cause  and  time  of  death,  and 
with  the  county  and  post-office  address,  report  them  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Alliance. 

SEC.  5.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  keep  a  well  bound 
book,  known  as  the  Death  Record,  in  which  he  shall  keep  a  death  record, 
alphabetically,  showing  name,  age,  time  of  death,  with  county  and  post- 
office  address. 

SEC.  6.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  State  Alliance  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 

SEC.  7.  This  Alliance  reaffirms  its  adoption  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation 
enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  on  the  7th  day  of  March, 
1889  ;  adopted  at  Fayetteville,  August,  1889. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

BUSINESS   AGENCY   FUND 

Section  i.  The  President  of  the  State  Alliance  shall  procure  a  charter 
of  incorporation  under  the  laws  of  this  State  for  the  North  Carolina  Farm- 
ers' State  Alliance. 

SEC.  2.  In  order  to  conduct  the  commercial  business  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and  to  protect  from  loss  those  may  deal  with 
the  Business  Agent  of  the  same,  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Al- 
liance Business  Agency  Fund  is  hereby  inaugurated, 

SEC  3.  The  Business  Fund  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
thousand  nor  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  five  dollars  each,  and  half  shares  of  two  and  a  half  dollars  each,  and 
one-fifth  shares  at  one  dollar  each.

SEC   5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose  a 
lis t  of  the  names  o    those  contributing  to  the  fund,  the  numbe/of   h 
Alliance  to  which  they  belong,  and  the  amount  contributed 

SEC  6.  The  Business  Fund  shall  be  managed  by  the  Executive'  On™ 
mittee  of  the  State  Alliance.  No  portion  of  it  shall  be  us^Tn  the  b^ 
ness  of  th  Business  Agency  unless  required  to  settle  the  contracts  of  the 
Agent  made  m  conformity  to  regulations  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  when  any  portion  is  so  used  all  money  received  from  the  cause  of 
such  use  shall  be  returned  to  the  Fund. 

SEC.  7.  The  fund  shall  be  in  the  keeping  of  a  Trustee,  to  be  elected  bv 
the  State  Alliance  at  this  session  (August,  1S8S),  who  shall  hold  office  for 
five  years.  He  shall  invest  not  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  of 
said  fund  m  the  bonds  of  North  Carolina  or  the  United  States,  and  the  re 
mainder  as  he  may  deem  best.  The  profits  arising  from  said  fund  shall

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RULES  OF  ORDER  OF  AN  ALLIANCE. 


Section  i.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  hour  ap- 
poiuted  for  the  opening  of  the  Alliance,  and  shall  immediately  call  the 
members  to  order. 

SEC.  2.  The  President  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  hall  ;  he 
may  designate  an}^  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair  ;  he  may 
preserve  strict  order  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  3.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Alliance. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  receive  recognition  by 
the  Chair  shall  speak  first,  but  when  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same 
time  the  President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  first. 

Sec.  5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  question, 
nor  more  than  ten  minutes,  unless  by  consent  of  the  body,  and  shall 
be  confined  to  the  question  under  discussion,  and  shall  avoid  personali- 
ties. 

SEC  6.  Any  question  may  be  discussed  in  open  Alliance  in  anon-parti- 
san and  non-sectarian  sense. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  statement  of  the  question  under 
consideration,  which  may  be  stated  by  the  President  or  Secretary. 

SEC.  8  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question.  The  Presi- 
dent shall  decide  as  to  its  advisability  subject  to  appeal,  as  in  the  questions 
of  order. 

SEC.  9.  Every  member  present  when  the  question  is  put  shall  vote  un- 
less excused  by  the  vote  of  the  body. 

SEC  10.  While  the  President  is  stating  the  question  or  addressing  the 
body,  no  one  shall  walk  across  the  hall,  and  while  a  member  is  speaking 
no  one  shall  pass  between  the  speaker  and  the  Chair.  No  member  or 
other  person  shall  go  to  and  remain  at  the  Secretary's  desk  when  the  year 
and  nays  are  being  taken  or  ballott  counted,  except  the  Secretary  and  his 
assistants. 

SEC.  11.  All  resolutions  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  signed  by  the 
author.  When  such  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  and  shall  have  been 
stated  b)'  the  Chair,  it  is  then  the  property  of  the  house  and  cannot  be 
withdrawn  without  the  consent  of  the  house. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion, to  postpone  to  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  mo- 
tions shall  have  precedence  of  each  other  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
arranged. 
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Sec.  13.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  alwa3Ts  in  order,  but  being  decided  in 
the  negative  shall  not  be  again  entertained  until  some  motion,  call  or 
order  shall  take  place.  The  motion  to  adjourn,  take  recess,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  to  take  from  the  table,  and  all  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of 
business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Sec.  14.  No  motion  or  proposition  differing  from  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration shall  be  admitted  under  color  or  amendment. 

SEC  15.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the  rules 
of  order,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  the  member  to  or- 
der, and  the  member  called  to  order  shall  take  his  seat,  if  required  by  the 
President,  until  the  question  of  order  is  decided.  All  questions  of  order 
shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair  without  debate,  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
house.  No  member  shall  speak  on  the  appeal  more  than  once,  and  only 
five  minutes,  unless  by  leave  of  the  body,  except  the  party  appealing  may 
speak  twice. 

SEC.  16.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed 
by  such  members  as  concur  therein,  and  the  report,  with  the  names  of  the 
members  signing  the  same,  shall  be  read  at  the  Secretary's  desk,  by  the 
Secretary  or  the  member  making  the  report,  without  a  motion. 

Sec.  17.  Cushing's  Manual  and  Law  of  Legislative  Assemblies  shall 
be  received  as  the  rule  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  the  foregoing 
rules.

Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  14,  1900. 

The  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  met  in  Al- 
liance Hall  at  12  o'clock  m.,  and  in  the  absence  of  Presi- 
dent W.  A.  Graham,  was  called  to  order  by  J.  W.  Den- 
mark, Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  re- 
quested Bro.  Jno.  Graham  to  take  the  chair.  Upon 
motion,  Bro.  Jno.  Graham  was  elected  temporary  chairman. 

The  Doorkeeper  and  Steward  examined  those  present, 
after  which  the  Chaplain  led  in  prayer  and  the  State  Al- 
liance was  opened  in  due  form. 

The  chair  appointed  the  following  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials :  D.  A.  Montgomery,  J.  P.  Young,  and  Thomas  P.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY-TREASURER. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina 

Farmer's  Stale  Alliance : 
Brethren  :— I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Secretary-Treasurer 
The  numerical  condition  of  the  order  is  not  as  strong  as  I  at  one  time 
thought  it  would  be.     During  the  fall  and  winter,  there  were  signs  of  a 
general  revival  of  interest  and  the  indications  were  that  our  membership 
would  be  materially  increased  before  this  meeting. 

The  regular  day  for  the  spring  meeting  of  the^County  Alliances  was  -i 
very  rainy  day  over  the  greater  part  of  the  State  and  prevented  anv  meet- 
ing of  many  of  the  County  Alliances.  The  political  campaign  soon  opened 
and  that  seems  to  have  absorbed  all  interest  in  most  other  things,  so  that 
our  July  meetings,  like  the  April  meetings,  were  poorly  attended  and 
many  Sub-Alliances  failed  to  report  at  all.  In  view  of  this,  I  reallv  do 
not  know  the  true  condition  of  the  Alliance  in  the  State,  numericallv"  but 
from  the  correspondence  that  I  have  had  with  persons  who  have  formerly 
belonged  to  the  order,  I  am  convinced  that  there  is  a  strong  Alliance  senti- 
ment pervading  the  entire  State.  Last  fall  and  winter  I  visited  Wayne 
Guilford  and  Duplin  counties,  in  the  interest  of  the  Alliance.     In  each 
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county  I  succeeded  in  re-organizing  some  Alliances,  and  adding  members 
to  several  working  Alliances.  In  Wayne  count)',  there  were  nearly  ioo 
members  added,  while  in  Duplin  and  Guilford  the  increase  was  not  so 
large.  I  feel  sure  that  if  there  had  been  no  political  campaign  this  year 
to  engage  the  attention  of  the  people,  that  much  could  have  been  accom- 
plished in  the  way  of  building  up  the  organization. 

I  have  done  considerable  in  the  way  of  correspondence  that  I  am  hope- 
ful will  accomplish  good.  With  the  blank  reports,  I  have  sent  a  letter 
to  each  Sub  and  County  Secretary  at  each  of  the  quarterly  meetings.  In 
addition  to  these  letters,  I  have  sent  a  letter  to  the  ex-Secretaries  in  every 
county  in  the  State,  a  copy  of  which  I  have  here.  This  letter  was  sent 
out  only  last  week  and  it  is  not  yet  time  to  hear  much  from  it,  yet  I  have 
had  some  replies  that  are  of  an  exceedingly  encouraging  nature. 

From  the  best  information  that  I  can  get,  I  feel  assured  that  if  this  body 
will  put  on  foot  some  practical  plan  to  re-organize  the  Alliance,  that  the 
next  State  meeting  will  find  its  membership  in  the  State  more  than 
doubled.  The  only  thing  necessay  is  to  have  organizers  in  whom  the  peo- 
ple have  confidence,  and  let  these  organizers  place  the  merits  of  the  Al- 
liance before  the  people,  as  a  means  of  benefiting  and  protecting  them- 
selves from  the  encroachments  of  organized  or  unorganized  oppression, 
and  that  the  Alliance  will  be  just  what  its  members  make  it.  In  this  simple, 
straight  forward  way,  in  my  opinion,  great  results  can  be  accomplished. 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  financial  report  as  Secretary-Treasurer 
trusting  that  you  will  have  a  pleasant  and  profitable  meeting  and  that  a 
way  will  be  opened  by  which  the  dormant  Alliances  of  the  State  will 
again  be  put  to  work:

STATE  BUSINESS  AGENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  tlie  North  Carolina 

Farmers'  State  Alliance : 

Brethren  : — Another  year  in  the  history  of  the  A"  liance  has  passed, 
and  we  are  again  assembled  in  annual  session.  I  am  sorry  that  my  re- 
port does  not  show  a  greater  degree  of  activity  among  the  Alliances  of 
the  State,  and  yet  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  one  of 
the  strongest  political  campaigns  that  has  ever  been  waged  in  the  State 
has  just  closed,  one  that  absorbed  nearly  all  interest  in  other  things,  I 
am  thankful  that  it  is  as  well  with  us  as  it  is.  There  is  left  a  spirit  of 
fraternal  feeling  among  the  brethren  that  is  commendable  and  worthy  of 
emulation.  From  the  best  information  at  my  command,  there  is  a  feel- 
ing of  friendliues  toward  the  Alliance  existing  throughout  the  State,  that 
I  trust  will  be  nursed  into  an  active  membership  by  this  body.  To  stand 
till  longer  will  be  suicidal.  Unless  I  mistake  the  signs  of  the  times,  the 
farmers  are  ready  for  organization  and  unless  the  Alliance  covers  the 
field  some  other  organization  will.  The  encroachments  of  organizations 
lhat  grow  rich  off  of  the  labors  of  the  farmers  without  giving  adequate 
return  is  causing  a  restlessness  among  them  that  may  yet  cause  them  to 
seek  safety  in  organization.  Your  present  meeting  should  be  a  business 
one,  looking  to  this  end.  With  wise  counsel,  good  judgment  and  deter- 
mination, much  can  be  done  at  this  meeting  that  will  inure  to  the  bene- 
fit of  the  farmers  of  the  State. 

The  business  done  through  this  agency  other  than  shoes,  is  some  bet- 
ter than  last  year.     I  offered  two  prizes,  the  first,  $10.00  ;  second,  $5x0, 
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to  the  two  business  agents  doing  the  most  business  through  this  office. 
The  contestants  for  these  prizes  have  shown  what  can  be  accomplished 
by  push  and  perseverance,  and  should  be  an  object  lesson  to  the  Alliance- 
men  throughout  1  he  State.  The  winners  of  these  preminms  live  in  the 
Eastern  part  of  the  State  and  convenient  to  large  trade  centers,  yet  they 
succeeded  in  getting  the  business.  Then  how  easy  it  would  be  to  get  the 
trade  of  the  brethren  who  are  not  as  conveniently  located,  if  we  had  ac- 
tive business  agents  in  every  county.  I  would  be  glad  if  all  the  Business 
Agents  would  vie  with  each  other  in  this  respect  another  year.  In  that 
way  they  could  materially  help  the  State  Agency  and  benefit  the 
brethren. 

At  my  request  the  Executive  Committee  permitted  me  to  run  the  shoe 
factory  about  three  months  last  fall.  This  became  necessary  to  fill  in 
broken  numbers  in  the  stock  of  shoes  and  to  add  some  lines  that  we  were 
nearly  out  of.  In  this  run  we  worked  up  about  $200.00  worth  of  stock 
that  we  already  had  on  hand,  and  would  have  brought  but  little  if  thrown 
on  the  market.  However,  at  the  close  of  the  run,  owing  to  the  contin- 
ual advance  in  leather,  we  found  that  the  factory  had  been  run  at  a  loss. 
This  loss,  though,  will  be  counter-balanced  by  being  able  to  fill  orders 
that  we  could  not  have  filled  but  for  the  running  of  the  factory. 

Since  that  time  the  Shoe  Machinery  Company,  owning  the  leased 
machines,  ordered  their  machines  returned  to  their  factory,  and  accord- 
ing to  our  contract  with  them,  I  had  no  alternative  but  to  ship  them 
back.  This  leaves  us  without  suitable  machinery  to  manufacture  shoes, 
and  will  force  tbe  shoe  factory  to  stand  still  until  arrangements  are  made 
for  supplying  other  machines  to  take  their  places.  Your  committee  on 
Manufacturing  will  doubtless  treat  fully  on  this  subject. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that  our  credit  with  the  business 
world  is  good,  and  there  has  been  an  accumulation  to  our  bank  account 
during  the  year,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  report  of  your  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

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mittee,  and  the  second  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State 
Alliance,  and  faithfully  discharged  all  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  his 
brethren  ;  now  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  in  annual  ses- 
sion at  Hillsboro,  this  the  14th  of  August,  that  in  the  death  of  Gov.  Carr 
the  State  has  lost  a  devoted  son  and  faithful  servant. 

2.  That  this  Order  hereby  extends  to  his  honored  wife  and  beloved 
children  the  sympathies  of  his  former  brethren  in  their  great  loss. 

3.  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  our  minutes  and  a  copy  of  the 
same  be  sent  to  his  bereaved  family. 

This  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted.

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  daily  minutes  was  deferred 
for  a  short  time. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  then  read  as 
much  of  his  report  as  was  prepared.  That  part  referring 
to  the  Shoe  Factory  and  Tannery  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Business  Agency.  The  part  relating  to  lecturing 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Lecturing. 

The  Committee  on  Manufacturing  submitted  their  re- 
port on  resolution  "G." 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Denmark  the  report  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Business  Agency. 
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The  Committee  on  Business  Agency  reported  on  the 
part  of  the  Executive  Committee's  report,  Section  C,  rela- 
ting to  the  Shoe  Factory  and  Tannery,  and  on  motion  the 
same  was  adopted. 

Resolution  "K,"  was  introduced  by  T.  B.  Parker  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

On  motion  of  J.  C.  Bain  the  reading  of  the  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee  pertaining  to  the  settlement  of  sub- 
scriptions of  the  shoe  factory  fund  out  of  the  stock  of  shoes 
now  on  hand  was  re-read  and  discussed. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Moye,  the  words  "in  full,"  in  the 
report,  were  stricken  out.     Report  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Resolution  "L,"  thanking  the  newspapers,  by  J.  M. 
Mitchell,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Demands  and 
Resolutions.  The  same  was  reported  favorable,  and  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  hereby  en- 
dorses the  Alliance  address  issued  by  brethren  Graham,  Parker,  Emery, 
Mitchell,  Seawell  and  Fleming,  as  a  strong  and  correct  presentation  of 
our  objects  in  re-organizing,  by  which  we  hope  to  develop  a  more  pro- 
gressive and  profitable  S3rstem  of  farming,  to  bring  the  farmers  together 
socially,  to  educate  our  people  upon  all  matters  affecting  our  welfare,  and 
to  protect  ourselves  from  the  oppression  of  those  who  themselves  organ- 
ized, take  advantage  of  our  lack  of  organization. 

2.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Alliance  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  newspa- 
pers of  the  State  that  published  the  address,  and  that  we  invite  the  co- 
operation of  the  press  in  re-organizing  for  the  purposes  it  sets  forth.

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $50  be  appropriated  and  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  State  Business  Agent  to  be  used  at  his  discretion,  for  Special  Prem- 
iums to  Sub-Alliances  exhibiting  crops  at  the  State  Fair  of  1901. 
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The  committee  reported  that  the  adoption  of  resolution 
"  G"  was  unnecessary,  as  the  same  was  covered  by  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Upon  motion  the 
resolution  was  tabled. 

The  Committee  on  Business  Agency  offered  their  report, 
which  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

Your  committee  is  glad  to  state  that  according  to  the  annual  statement 
of  the  State  Business  Agent,  the  business  done  by  him  during  the  year 
just  closed  exceeds  by  several  thousand  dollars  the  business  of  the  prev- 
ious year  ;  that  the  balance  of  the  profits  during  the  year  is  $1,313.12,  and 
that  after  paying  for  permanent  improvements  on  buildings,  insurance, 
taxes,  etc.,  there  is  still  left  to  his  credit,  $1,070.33. 

We  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  delegates  composing  this  body 
to  the  importance  of  urging  their  several  County  Alliances  to  buy  their 
supplies  through  the  State  Business  Agent  and  to  let  the  people  know  the 
benefit  derived  therefrom,  if  they  will  do  this  we  believe  it  will  be  one  of 
the  greatest  means  of  building  up  the  Farmers'  Alliance  in  the  State.

Resolution  "A"  was  reported  favorably  and  passed. 

Whereas,  The  State  Alliance  did  at  its  regular  annual  meeting  at 
Cary,  in  1895,  while  the  ninety-nine  jear  lease  of  the  N.  C.  R.  R.,  was 
contemplated,  and  before  its  completion,  passed  a  resolution  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  investigate  and  take  the  necessary  steps  to  enjoin 
the  Directors  of  said  Railroad  Company  from  consummating  the  same, 
and, 

Whereas,  Bro.  Jno.  Graham  was  appointed  Chairman  of  said  com- 
mittee, and  while  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by 
the  resolution,  was  compelled  to  pay  certain  contingent  sums  for  which

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  taken  up, 
the  rules  suspended,  and  discussed  by  sections.  After  dis- 
cussion it  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Officers  and  31 embers  of  the  N.  C.  F.  S.  A.  : 

Dear  Brethren  : — Your  Executive  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  had  only  three  meetings  during  the  year  just  closed,  there  be- 
ing so  little  necessity  for  same. 

We  have  examined  books  and  reports  of  the  State  Business  Agent, 
Secretary-Treasurer  and  Trustee,  all  of  which  we  have  found  correct,  and 
to  the  interesting  reports  of  the  State  Business  Agent  and  Secretary-Treas- 
xirer  especially  do  we  invite  your  careful  attention,  as  they  show  an  in- 
crease over  last  year   and  a  more  health}-  and  satisfactory  condition  of 
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the  Order.  We  find  that  the  State  Business  Agent  has  in  hand  $2,154.90 
worth  of  shoes,  the  product  of  the  shoe  factory,  and  that  there  was  con- 
tributed to  a  special  shoe  factory  fund  under  resolution  of  the  State  Al- 
liance in  1894,  the  sum  of  $3,797.50,  the  contributors  of  which  were  to 
share  in  the  profits  of  the  shoe  factory.  We  recommend  that  inasmuch 
as  the  business  has  resulted  in  loss  and  not  in  gain,  and  the  Alliance  has 
sustained  the  loss,  that  the  State  Business  Agent  be  instructed  to  offer  to 
refund  at  once  to  the  individual  contributors  of  this  fund  the  sum  of  50 
per  cent,  of  their  contributions,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  shoes  now 
in  his  hands. 

We  recommend  that  the  State  Business  Agent  be  instructed  to  tender 
free  of  rent  to  the  Stste  Board  of  Agriculture,  not  to  exceed  25  acres  of 
the  Alliance  farm,  to  establish  an  "  experimental  farm." 

At  our  Executive  Committee  meeting  September  23d,  1899,  the  follow- 
ing plan  of  organization  was  formulated  and  adopted  by  our  Committee, 
and  has  where  tried  worked  well,  we  therefore  recommend  its  adoption  by 
the  Alliance.     The  plan  is  as  follows  : 

- '  That  local  organizer  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  President  upon  the 
recommendation  of  any  member  of  the  Executive  Committe  or  Secretary - 
Treasurer.  For  all  work  done  under  said  commission  the  organizer  may 
receive  as  compensation  for  said  work  the  25  cent  fee  which  is  required  to 
be  paid  by  each  male  member,  and  for  all  Sub-Alliances  organized  or  re- 
organized with  seven  or  more  male  members,  the  said  25  cents  will  be  sup- 
plemented with  25  cents  from  the  State  Alliance. ' ' 

We  recommend  that  the  shoe  factory  machiners  and  the  tan  yard  fix- 
tures be  offered  for  sale  by  the  State  Business  Agent,  also  the  tan  yard 
building,  together  with  not  to  exceed  four  acres  of  ground.  Sale  subject 
to  approval  of  Executive  Committee  as  to  price.

W.  A.  Graham,  by  the  serious 
illness  of  a  daughter,  is  detained  at  home  and  unable  to  be  with  us  at  this 
meeting,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  seriously  regret  Bro.  Graham's  absence,  and  tender 
him  our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  this  hour  of  his  affliction,  and  pray  that 
our  Heavenly  Father  may  soon  restore  his  loved  one  to  health.  That  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  be  requested  to  transmit  to  President  Graham  this 
resolution  of  sympathy.  POE. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  reported 
on  resolution  "NN,"  and  upon  motion,  the  same  was 
adopted  as  follows : 
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Resolved,  That  whenever  any  county  Alliance  ceases  to  exist,  any 
property  of  said  County  Alliance  shall  revert  to  the  Sub-Alliance  or  Al- 
liances in  said  County,  and  if  no  Sub-Alliance  exists  in  the  County,  then 
said  property  shall  belong  to  the  State  Alliance. 

Bro.  W.   S.   Mercer,   Chairman  of   Committee   on    Lec- 
turing, submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   LECTURING. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.  C.  S.  F.  A.  : 

Your  Committee  on  Lecturing  would  recommend  that  a  District  Lec- 
turer be  appointed  or  elected  by  this  body  for  each  of  the  eight  Alliance 
districts  of  the  State,  and  that  each  District  Lecturer  shall  receive  25 
cents  from  each  member  that  he  may  reorganize  into  Sub-Alliance,  and 
that  the  State  Alliance  also  pay  said  Lecturer  25  cents  for  each  seven 
members  or  over  so  organized.  As  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  Subs, 
are  organized  to  form  a  Count}'  Alliance,  a  County  Lecturer  shall  be 
elected,  and  that  he  receive  the  same  pay  as  District  Lecturer,  (This  of 
course  refers  only  to  male  members).  We  recommend  that  the  District 
Lecturer  hold  quarterly  meetings  at  a  central  point  in  his  district,  the 
County  Lecturer,  and  one  delegate  from  each  Sub-Alliance  to  be  legal 
delegates.

ADDRESS  OF   PRESIDENT  GRAHAM. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.  C.  F.  S.  A.  : 

The  accession  of  membership  during  the  year,  while  exceeding  that 
for  several  preceding  years,  has  not  been  as  great  as  was  anticipated;  this 
was  caused  to  some  extent  by  the  severe  weather  of  the  winter,  and  the 
earliness  of  the  opening  of  the  recent  political  campaign  and  the  warmth 
with  which  it  was  prosecuted. 

The  formation  of  the  Tobacco  Growers' ,  the  Cotton  Growers'  and  the 
Truckers'  Associations  in  the  State  during  the  year  are  evidences  of  the 
recognition  by  the  farmers  of  the  benefits  of  organization.  These  organi- 
zations, if  they  accomplish  the  objects  desired,  must  lead  to  membership 
in  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  Alliance,  or  the  formation  of  some  asso- 
ciation with  similar  aims.  An  association  solely  for  the  sale  of  products, 
will  with  difficulty  be  kept  up  in  efficient  order  for  the  entire  year,  and 
must  be  to  a  considerable  extent  reorganized  each  year. 
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If  there  is  advantage  in  co-operation  for  sale,  is  there  not  also  benefit 
in  co  operation  and  conference  as  to  cultivation  and  preparation  of  crops, 
and  the  purchase  of  fertilizers  and  other  necessary  supplies? 

The  Alliance  offers  the  necessary  machinery,  through  its  Business 
Agency,  with  twelve  years'  experience  in  its  operation,  to  accomplish 
these  ends.  It  is  hoped  now  that  the  animosities  engendered  among 
former  members  of  the  Alliance  on  account  of  difference  in  views  on  po- 
litical questions,  are  giving  way  to  calmness  and  consideration;  that  the 
adaptability  of  the  Alliance  to  answer  the  requirements  of  the  farmers 
will  be  acknowledged  and  that  it  will  be  chosen  as  the  means  to  promote 
their  interests. 

I  have  had  considerable  correspondence 'with  former  members  during 
the  year.  Of  these  only  one  thought  the  time  for  reorganization  inop- 
portune. 

THE   PROGRESSIVE   FARMER. 

Under  the  editorship  of  Bro.  C.  H.  Poe,  the  paper  has  been  conducted 
as  an  Alliance  paper,  free  from  partisan  politics.  It  is  a  valuable  farm 
and  family  journal.  I  cordially  recommend  it  to  the  patronage  of  the 
brethren,  feeling  assured  that  the  larger  circulation  we  shall  give  our 
organ,  the  better  paper  Bro.  Poe  can  and  will  furnish  to  subscribers. 

HOW  TO   INTEREST    REORGANIZED    SUB-ALEIANCES    AND    KEEP    THEM 
IN   ACTIVE  CONDITION. 

It  is  frequently  said  that  it  will  be  much  more  difficult  to  keep  alive 
than  to  reorganize  the  Sub- Alliances.  The  economical  questions  which 
were  formerly  so  interesting  to  the  members  have  been  explained  until 
all  who  desired  have  a  more  or  less  well  formed  opinion  concerning 
them,  and  there  is  practically  nothing  new  to  present  as  argument  or 
illustrations.     The  Lecturers  must  therefore  seek  other  topics. 

I  mention  as  available,  the  current  news  of  the  day  in  all  parts  of  the 
world,  at  least  once  a  quarter. 

The  value,  use  and  purchase  of  commercial  fertilizers. 

The  use  of  commercial  in  combination  with  "  home-made  "  fertilizers 
for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  farm, 

Preparation  for  cultivation;  fertilizing  and  marketing  of  particular 
crops. 

The  management  of  public  schools  of  their  respective  localities. 

Furnishing  school  books  free,  at  cost,  or  at  a  slight  profit  to  schools. 

The  improvement  of  the  public  roads. 

Where  are  our  crops  sold  and  the  prices  received?  Is  any  change  in 
manner  of  marketing  or  the  place  likely  to  yield  greater  profits? 

The  charges  for  transportation  of  different  crops  on  different  routes. 

How  is  any  named  trust  operated  and  how  is  any  farmer  injured 
thereby  ?     The  injury  and  the  remedy. 
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Many  other  matters  of  equal  interest  and  importance  will  suggest 
themselves,  and  a  committee  on  topic  for  next  meeting,  could  arrange 
the  matter  for  consideration.  Let  the  members  each  one  take  an  interest 
in  the  meetings.  If  you  have  nothing  to  say  by  way  of  information, 
then  improve  the  time  by  asking  questions  and  improving  yoursself  and 
suggest  topics  along  the  lines  you  may  think  you  need  instruction. 

Let  the  ladies  again  become  active  members  and  at  least  once  a  quarter 
attend  the  meetings  and  have  such  meetings  of  their  own  as  they  desire. 

If  we  can  again  get  the  Alliance  into  the  position  it  occupied  in  1889- 
'90  and  '91,  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  allowed  to  retrograde  again  as  it  has 
done.  In  order  to  do  this,  we  must  guard  the  door.  Unworthy  persons 
must  be  denied  membership,  and  especially  must  all  who  acted  dishonestly 
in  matters  of  business  be  prohibited  from  return  to  the  ranks. 

THE  SHOE  FACTORY  AND  TAN  YARD. 

'  I  recommend  that  the  Business  Agent  be  instructed  to  dispose  of  all  ma- 
chinery and  stock  on  hand,  and  to  pay  the  Trustee  of  the  B.  A.  Fund  the 
proceeds  to  reimburse  for  money  of  the  fund  spent  in  this  venture. 

This  has  been  a  disastrious  venture  into  which  the  Alliance  was  forced 
by  the  then  Executive  Committee,  against  its  declared  sentiments.  The 
purchase  of  unsuitable]machinery  at  an  exorbitant  price,  and  the  payment 
for  the  same  before  the  contract  of  purchase  had  been  complied  with,  and 
the  erection  of  a  tan  yard  and  other  unprofitable  investments  on  the  prop- 
erty, well  nigh  wrecked  the  finances  of  the  body. 

I  recommend  that  the  Business  Agent  be  instructed  to  dispose  of  the 
tan  yard  and  tract  of  land  on  which  it  is  located,  if  a  reasonable  price  can 
be  obtained,  and  the  Trustee  to  obtain  from  the  court  power  to  confirm 
such  sale,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  mortgage  he  holds  upon  the 
property.  The  experience  we  have  had  has  been  sufficient  to  show  it  un- 
profitable, and  it  should  be  abandoned  at  once. 

REIMBURSE   THE   BUSINESS   AGENCY   FUND. 

For  three  years  past  the  Trustee,  by  order  of  the  Alliance,  has  paid  old 
accounts  of  the  State  Business  Agent  incurred  before  that  time  amounting 
to  several  thousand  dollars.  This  action,  while  legal,  was  applying  the 
fund  differently  from  that  for  which  it  was  solicited.  I  recommend  that 
the  State  Business  Agent  pay  to  the  fund  any  money  realized  in  the  years' 
business,  in  excess  of  what  may  be  necessary  for  the  prudent  operation  of 
his  department. 

THE  JUTE  BAGGING  TRUST. 

This  old  acquaintance  of  ours  eleven  years  ago  has  again  formed  its  plans 
and  "  laid  its  pipes  "  to  reap  unjust  returns  from  the  farmers  in  exchange 
for  its   aroods.     Old  suear  sacks  was  the    "stick   with  which  we  broke 
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its  head  "  in  iSScj-'go.  The  same  weapon  is  still  available,  supplemented 
if  not  superseded  by  the  bagging  on  the  cotton,  used  by  the  mills  in  the 
State.  Co  operation  and  the  use  of  the  Business  Agency^  is  all  that  is 
needed  to  again  foil  its  nefarious  purposes. 

THE  BUSINESS   AGENCY. 

The  Business  Agency  in  this  State  is  the  only  practical  business  result 
evolved  from  the  Alliance  movement  in  the  United  States.  Each  year  re- 
veals the  wisdom  of  its  plan  of  organization,  and  the  benefit  it  can  be 
made  to  the  members  of  the  Order  in  purchases  of  necessary  supplies,  and 
sales  of  products. '  I  earnestly  recommend  it  to  our  consideration  and 
patronage. 

TEST  EARM   AT  HEADQUARTERS. 

I  suggest  the  propriety  of  endeavoring  to  have  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
locate  one  of  its  "  test  farms  "  on  Headquarters  property,  and  that  we  de- 
vote at  least  one  day  of  each  annual  session  to  a  Farmers'  Institute  on  our 
grounds.  It  would  be  a  kind  of  Farmers'  Congress  of  both  Alliance  and 
non-Alliancemen,  and  might  be  made  an  encampment  for  pleasure  and 
profit. 

REDUCTION   OF    "CAR   EOAD  "    OF   FERTILIZER    TO   TEN  TONS. 

The  Corporation  Commission  has  made  an  oder  to  this  effect.  The 
railroads  applied  to  the  courts,  The  Board  of  Agriculture  had  its  Chair- 
man, Col.  John  S.  Cunningham,  to  appear  with  Secretary  Parker,  of  the 
State  Alliance,  before  the  Commission  in  our  behalf,  and  when  the  ap- 
peal was  taken,  prosecuted  the  appeal  in  the  conrt  by  its  attorneys.  A 
decision  has  iecently  been  rendered  favorable  to  us. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

I  recommend  that  the  membership  of  the  Executive  Committee  be 
reduced  to  three.  One  of  these  should  be  convenient  to  Headquarters, 
so  that  a  "  quorum  "  can  be  easily  had. 

If  we  effect  the  desired  re-organization  of  the  Order,  at  least  quarterly' 
meetings  of  the  Committee  will  be  necessary. 

DEATH   OF   EX-GOVERNOR  CARR. 

I  call  the  attention  of  the  Alliance  to  the  death  of  ex-Governor  Carr, 
which  occurred  at  his  home  in  Edgecombe  county,  on  July  21st,  1900.  He 
was  Chairman  of  the  first  Executive  Committee  and  the  second  President 
of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance.  Under  his  administration 
the  Order  reached  its  highest  point  of  efficiency,  and  accomplished  the 
defeat  of  the  Jute  Bagging  Trust,  and  showed  the  power  of  the  farmer 
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when  united.  He  was  thrice  a  delegate  to  the  National  Alliance,  and 
served  on  its  most  important  committees  ;  was  ever  true  to  the  true  Al- 
liance principles.  He  generally  attended  to  Alliance  business  at  his  own 
charges,  declining  to  receive  the  compensation  allowed  for  his  services. 

He  was  successful  in  his  own  business  matters,  and  faithfully  attended 
to  any  committed  to  him  by  his  associates  or  fellow-citizens.  He  had  the 
courage  of  his  convictions,  and  feared  not  to  express  his  opinions  and  to 
act  in  accordance  with  them. 

THE   ALLIANCE   AND   POLITICS. 

I  recommend  that  each  Sub- Alliance  adopt  a  resolution,  excluding  from 
its  sessions  all  action  or  speaking  on  practical  or  personal  politics.  It 
seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  best  to  entirely  eliminate  politics  in  every 
phase  from  the  Alliance  and  not  have  the  body  injured  by  action  of  the 
members.  -In  this  way  we  may  expect  to  accomplish  the  beneficial,  prac- 
tical and  economical  work  desired,  and  preserve  the  respect  of  the  people 
of  the  Alliance, 

With  sincere  regret,  I  am  prevented  from  being  with  you,  and  I  wish 
you  a  pleasant  and  useful  session  and  for  each  one  the  blessing  of  our 
Heavenly  Father.

Evening  Session. 

The  Chairman  called  Alliance  to  order  at  9  o'clock  p.  m. 
The  Committee  on  Manufacturing  reported  the  following 
as  a  substitute  for  resolution  "C." 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Executive  Committee  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  establishing  a  Fertilizer  faclory  here  or  at  some  other  place,  and 
report  at  the  next  State  meeting.     Adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Bro.  J.  C. 
Bain,  the  rules  suspended  and  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  motion  fixing  the  salary  of  the  State  Lecturer  at 
$600.00,  which  was  passed  at  the  1899  State  meeting,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  that  the  compensation  for  the  State  Lecturer  be 
restored  as  it  was  before  1899. 
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The  Educational  Committee  reported  on  resolution  UK," 
and  it  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

AN  EDUCATIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Whereas,  One  of  the  tenets  of  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance  is  the  edu- 
cation of  the  youth  of  the  State;  and 

Whereas,  we  are  especially  interested  in  the  agricultural  and  mechani- 
cal education  of  the  State;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  body  elect  a  committee  of  three  to  be  known  as  the 
Education  Committee  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  to  confer  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  A.  &  M.  College,  at  Raleigh,  with  a  view  of 
placing  the  benefit  of  said  College  in  the  reach  of  a  greater  number  of 
our  youth. 

T.  B.  PARKER. 

The  Committee  on  Education  offered  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  adopted,  Bros.  J.  T.  Paschal  and  R.  H. 
Eane  dissenting,  and  asked  to  have  their  protest  recorded : 

A  PROGRESSIVE  EDUCATIONAL  POLICY. 

WHEREAS,  The  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  has  been  from 
the  time  of  its  formation  the  earnest  friend  of  education;  and, 

Whereas,  there  is  now  imperative  necessity  for  greater  school  advan- 
tages within  the  borders  of  North  Carolina  than  ever  before;  now,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance,  in  session  at.  Hillsboro,  N. 
C,  this  August  15th,  That  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina,  be,  and 
hereby  is,  petitioned  : 

1st.  To  levy  a  special  tax,  under  Article  IX,  Section  3,  of  the  State 
Constitution,  sufficient  to  run  our  public  schools  for  four  months,  and 
that  in  addition,  the  special  appropriation  of  fioo,ooo  be  continued. 

2d.  To  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  for  the  support  of  the  State  Uni- 
versity, the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  and  the  State  Normal 
and  Industrial  College  upon  a  permanent  basis,  such  appropriation  to 
enable  free  tuition  in  these  institutions  to  be  offered  to  every  white  stu- 
dent in  North  Carolina. 

3d.  To  enact  such  laws  as  will  compel  the  attendance  of  all  children 
between  the  ages  of  7  and  15  upon  the  public  schools. 

4th.  To  prohibit  the  employment  of  children  of  immature  age  in  manu- 
facturing industries. 

5th.  To  establish  reformatories  for  young  criminals. 

This  report  was  passed  upon  by  sections.  Section  1 
passed  unanimously.     A  majority  supported  Section  2,  but 
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brethren  J.  T.  Paschal  and  R.  H.  Lane  protested  and  had 
their  protest  recorded  in  the  Minutes.  Compulsory  educa- 
tion, as  per  Section  3,  was  opposed  by  only  one  delegate, 
Bro.  J.  T.  Paschal.  Sections  4  and  5  were  passed  unani- 
mously. 

The  following  resolution,  by  Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell,  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  each  County  Alliance  have  the  power  to  regulate  its 
affairs  in  regard  to  members  where  there  are  not  enough  for  a  Sub- 
Alliance  quorum. 

On  motion,  the  salary  of  State  Business  Agent  and  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer be  fixed  at  $1,500,  $1,400,  from  State 
Business  Agency  fund,  and  $100  from  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer fund. 

The  hour  for  the  election  of  officers  having  arrived, 
nominations  for  officers  were  declared  in  order.  The  fol- 
lowing officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year:

Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Bus.  Agent— T.  B*  Parker, 
Lecturer — J.  C.  Bain.

SergeanT-aT-Arms — R.  H.  Lane. 
Chaplain — W.  S.  Mercer. 

Executive  Committee— Two  members,  John  Graham  and  J.  W, 
Denmark. 

The  officers  were  duly  installed  by  Bro.  J.  P.  Sossoman. 

The  question  of  bagging  for  cotton  was  discussed,  and 
the  State  Business  Agent  was  instructed  to  correspond  with 
dealers  in  substitutes  for  new  jute  bagging  and  make 
known  to  the  brethren  the  results  of  his  inquiries. 

A  resolution  of  thanks  to  the  railroad  companies  for  re- 
duced rates  to  the  State  meeting  was  passed,  also  to  the 
ladies  for  entertainment  at  the  State  meeting. 
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The  Progressive  Farmer  was  commended  to  the  Alliance- 
men  of  the  State  as  the  Organ  of  the  State  Alliance,  and 
one  of  the  best  agricultural  papers  in  the  State.  Bro. 
Sossoman  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  State  Alliance,  in  convention 
assembled,  give  the  managers  of  The  Progressive  Farmer,  the  Alliance 
Organ,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  the  stand  it  has  taken  in  the  past  year, 
and  for  the  able  manner  in  which  it  has  been  managed,  and  we  pledge 
ourselves  so  long  as  it  is  kept  up  to  its  present  standard  we  will  support 
the  paper  and  do  all  we  can  to  increase  the  subscription.

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INDUSTRIAL    EDUCATION 


AN  ADDRESS  BEFORE  THE  FARMERS'  STATE  ALLIANCE,  IN  SESSION  AT  HILLS- 

BORO,  N.  C,  AUGUST  15,  1900,  BY  PRESIDENT   GEO.  T.  WINSTON, 

OF  THE  N.  C.  COLLEGE  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND 

MECHANIC  ARTS. 


No  question  is  more  entitled  to  the  consideration  of  our  people  than  that 
of  industrial  progress.  The  great  mass  of  mankind  is  engaged  in  a  strug- 
gle to  obtain  for  themselves  and  their  children  food,  clothing  and  shelter. 
One  third  of  the  human  race  is  without  dories,  one  third  sleep  without 
shelter.  Upon  industrial  progress  depend  not  only  physical  comfort  but 
also  education,  political  power,  refinement  and  civilization.  Industrial 
progress  mean  better  food  and  clothing  for  our  families,  better  furniture 
in  our  houses,  larger  and  more  comfortable  dwellings,  longer  terms  for 
our  schools,  better  teachers  for  our  children,  better  school  houses  and 
churches,  better  preachers  and  better  pay,  better  doctors,  better  roads, 
public  libraries  and  museums,  private  homes  embelished  and  beautified 
and  purified  with  pictures,  books,  music  and  other  art.  The  industrial 
question  is  the  greatest  one  that  confronts  our  people.  Whether  we  wish 
or  not,  it  will  command  our  attention. 

In  North  Carolina  the  industrial  problem  is  certainly  foremost.  Our 
people  have  suffered  poverty  for  a  full  generation  with  a  heroism  and  a 
patience  never  equalled.  According  to  the  census  of  1890  we  had  the 
smallest  per  capita  wealth  of  any  State  in  the  Union.  In  1790  we  were 
near  the  head  of  the  column,  ranking  fifth  in  the  original  thirteen  States. 
We  were  ahead  of  Massachusetts  until  1840,  but  now  Massachusetts  has 
the  largest  per  capita  wealth  and  North  Carolina  has  the  least.  The  Far- 
mers' Alliance  can  accomplish  no  greater  work  than  to  ascertain  the  causes 
of  this  change,  find  remedies,  and  apply  them. 

As  long  as  Agriculture  was  the  sole  pursuit  of  the  United  States,  and 
population  was  confined  to  the  Atlantic  Coast,  North  Carolina  held  her 
own  in  competition  with  other  States.  Our  soil  was  less  fertitle  than  that 
of  the  middle  States  and  not  more  fertile  than  that  of  New  England,  but 
our  people  by  industry,  thrift  and  intelligence  pushed  forward  to  the  front 
rank.  But,  when  population  crossed  the  mountains,  and  emmigration 
flowed  in  from  Europe,  occupying  the  more  fertile  lands  of  the  Mississippi 
Valley  and  the  great  Northwest  and  Southwest,  agriculture  began  to  be 
unprofitable  on  the  Atlantic  Coast.  North  Carolina,  yielding  on  an  average 
12  bushels  of  corn  per  acre,  was  unable  to  compete  with  other  States  yield- 
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ing  30  or  40.  An  average  yield  of  13  bushels  of  wheat  could  not  compete 
with  an  average  of  20  to  30.  An  average  yield  of  12  bushels  of  oats  could 
not  compete  with  an  average  of  40  to  50.  Our  yield  per  acre  of  cotton 
and  tobacco  is  equal  to  that  of  other  States,  but  the  necessity  of  using 
commercial  fertilizers  makes  the  coast  of  production  larger  than  that  else- 
where. Under  these  adverse  conditions,  according  to  the  census  of  1890, 
we  dropped  in  a  century  from  the  fifth  place  in  the  Union  of  States  to  the 
lowest,  in  per  capita  wealth.  The  chief  reason  of  this  remarkable  change 
is  that  North  Carolina  remained  a  purely  agricultural  State,  while  manu- 
factures developed  elsewhere,  and  employed  neither  agricultural  machin- 
ery nor  improved  processes  of  bringing  up  the  fertality  of  the  soil,  which 
became  poorer  year  by  year. 

If  the  New  England  or  Middle  States  had  remained  purel)-  agricultural 
and  had  clung  to  the  same  methods  of  culture,  they  would  now  be  even 
poorer  than  North  Carolina.  But  these  States  early  diverted  from  agri- 
culture a  large  portion  of  their  population,  which  sought  employment  in 
mining,  commerce  and  manufactures.  Thus  city  and  towns  were  built  up, 
and  local  markets  were  created  for  fruits,  poultry,  eggs,  butter,  milk, 
meats,  vegetables  and  other  farm  products  that  could  not  easily  be  ship- 
ped from  the  West.  The  result  is  that  the  New  England  farm  laborer  to- 
day is  as  well  paid  as  the  New  England  mill  hand  ;  and  the  New  England 
farmer  has  a  ready  market,  every  day  in  the  year,  for  all  his  products, 
with  good  pay  in  cash.  The  same  change  is  now  beginning  also  in  North 
Carolina;  and  the  same  results  are  being  accomplished.  Wherever  we 
have  built  up  cities,  towns  and  manufacturing  establishments,  the  farmers 
are  more  prosperous  and  their  lands  more  valuable  than  in  other  more  fer- 
tile portions  of  the  State.  The  highest  valuation  of  farm  lands  in  our 
State  according  to  the  Auditor's  report  is  not  where  the  soil  is  most  fertile 
naturally  ;  not  in  Halifax,  Edgecombe,  Hyde,  Craven,  Northampton,  but 
in  Durham,  Gaston,  Alamance,  Mecklenburg  and  Buncombe,  where  a 
large  proportion  of  the  population  is  not  engaged  in  producing  food,  but 
in  buying  and  consuming. 

It  is  common  to  hear  lamentations  and  even  abuse,  because  so  many  of 
our  people  are  moving  from  the  country  to  cities  and  towns.  This  may 
not  be  always  beneficial  to  the  mass,  but  it  is  decidedly  helpful  to  those 
who  remain  in  the  country  and  cultivate  the  soil.  Ever}-  person  that 
moves  from  the  farm  to  the  factory,  to  the  city,  to  the  town,  decreases  the 
number  of  food  producers  and  increases  the  number  of  food  consumers. 
He  thus  adds  to  the  number  of  buyers  on  the  market,  and  helps  raise  the 
price.  If  four  fifths  of  the  population  of  North  Carolina  were  engaged  in 
industries,  not  agricultural,  only  one  fifth  remaining  agriculeural,  that 
fifth,  having  unlimited  markets  for  all  their  prodnce,  would  be  twice, 
thrice  or  four  times  as  prosperous  as  they  are  today  and  far  more  indepen- 
dent than  dwellers  in  cities  and  towns. 

The  future  of  our  State  depends  very  largely,  I  might  almost  say  de- 
pends largely,  upon  the  building  up  of  manufactures  and  the  growth  of 
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cities  and  towns  ;  for,  until  this  is  done,  we  shall  have  no  home  markets, 
but  shall  be  forced  to  rely  absolutely  upon  cotton,  corn,  wheat,  oats,  to-, 
bacco  and  other  staple  crops,  in  competition  with  the  more  fertile  soils  of 
other  States.  We  can  compete  with  these  only  by  producing  staple  crops 
as  a  surplus  and  by  gradually  raising  the  fertality  of  our  soil  until  it  equals 
theirs.  It  require  time  to  increase  the  fertality  of  our  soil.  Until  we  have 
abundant  local  markets,  we  shall  be  forced  to  raise  staple  crops,  not  as  a 
surplus  but  as  our  sole  crops.  Our  first  and  chief  hope,  therefore,  is  in 
the  building  up  of  local  markets.  We  should  hail  with  satisfaction  every 
increa.se  in  our  urban  population,  hoping  for  the  advent  of  one  time  when 
all  North  Carolina  farmers,  like  those  of  New  England,  will  be  within 
sound  of  the  locomotive  or  the  mill  whistle. 

We  have  in  North  Carolina  every  facility  for  the  production  of  wealth. 
Our  soil  is  poor,  but  it  can  be  made  richer  I  think  it  a  moderate  state- 
ment to  say  that  the  average  yield  per  acre  of  every  crop  now  raised  in 
North  Carolina,  within  25  years,  by  a  system  of  intense  cultivation,  of 
rigid  economy,  of  intelligent  application  of  scientific  principles,  may  be 
at  least  doubled.  The  productivity  of  the  soil  of  England  has  been  more 
than  doubled  in  the  last  hundred  years.  This,  too,  although  the  yield  one 
hundred  years  ago  was  quite  large,  twice  as  large  as  that  of  North  Caro- 
lina today.  Our  climate  is  the  best  on  the  continent,  a  golden  mean  be- 
tween the  cold  of  the  North  and  the  heat  of  the  south.  We  have  a  regu- 
lar succession  of  seasons,  abundant  rain  fall,  plenty  of  ever-flowing  rivers 
and  streams,  with  sufficient  variety  of  soil  and  temperature,  extending 
from  our  high  mountain  i"anges  to  the  ocean,  to  enable  us  to  produce 
every  article  of  food  essential  to  human  comfort  and  enjoyment.  If  our 
State  had  a  population  of  five  millions,  we  could  feed  them  entirely  at 
home  and  give  them  not  only  all  the  comforts  but  all  the  luxuries  that  can 
be  purchased  by  millionaires. 

Our  mineral  resources  are  vast  and  varied.  Our  trucking  region  is  large 
and  growing.  Our  fish  areas  are  the  best  on  the  Atlantic  Coast.  Our 
health  resorts  for  summer,  for  winter,  for  consuptives,  rheumatics,  dys- 
peptics and  victims  of  other  maladies,  are  close  to  the  great  cities  of  the 
Continent  and  unequaled  in  variety  and  the  extent  of  their  attractions 
and  advantages.  Our  forests  can  furnish  timber  for  every  possible  kind 
of  wood  manufacture.  Our  population  is  almost  entirely  native,  sprung 
from  the  best  original  stocks,  English,  Scotch-Irish  and  German.  Our 
conditions  of  life  are  simple  and  democratic.  The  expense  of  living  here 
is  so  small  and  the  conditions  of  health  so  favorable  that  laborers  in  North 
Carolina  can  work  more  days  in  the  year  and  more  hours  in  the  day,  with 
greater  comfort  and  less  discomfort,  than  anywhere  else  on  the  globe. 
We  have  everything  essential  to  the  production  of  wealth  except  skill 
and  training-  We  have  every  variety  of  material  to  work  on  in  agricul- 
ture, horticulture,  stock-raising,  mining,  commerce  and  manufactures. 
We  have  abundant  labor  to  work  with,  but  we  lack  skill  and  training  to 
make  our  work  efficient. 
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New  England  and  the  Middle  States  early  learned  that  wealth  comes 
from  handling  the  finished  product  instead  of  the  raw  material.  North 
Carolina,  during  all  the  years  of  her  povertv  has  handled  only  the  raw 
material,  selling  it  to  others  to  gain  the  profit  that  comes  from  the  fin- 
ished product.  There  must  be  a  change;  otherwise  we  shall  remain  poor 
forever.  Worse  than  this,  we  shall  become  too  poor  even  to  live ;  we 
shall  be  ground  to  powder  by  the  relentless  and  irresistible  forces  of 
modern  industrial  competition.  To  us  industrial  training  is  an  absolute 
necesritv.  Our  bovs  and  sdrls  should  be  sent  to  school  under  a  compul- 
sory educational  law.  The  school  term  should  be  increased  to  at  least 
five  months  a  year.  A  better  class  of  teachers  should  be  spcured  by  an 
increase  of  pav.  Courses  of  study  should  be  arranged,  of  a  practical 
nature,  looking  as  far  as  possible  toward  agricultural  and  mechanical 
pursnits.  The  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  for  bovs  and  the 
Normal  and  Industrial  School  for  girls  should  be  provided  with  dormi- 
tories, recitation  rooms,  machinery  and  other  equipment  to  accommo- 
date all  the  bovs  and  girls  that  will  come  to  them.  Let  these  things  be 
done,  and  North  Carolina  in  another  generation  will  take  her  old  place 
near  the  head  of  the  column  in  the  sisterhood  of  States. 

A  good  beginning  has  alreadv  been  made  in  industrial  education.  Our 
Colleee  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  is  now  training  our  boys  to  be 
machinists,  mechanics,  elpctrieians,  chemists,  truckers,  fruit-growers, 
dairymen,  stock  raisers  and  manufacturers.  They  are  in  great  demand. 
Many  of  them  are  called  away  before  they  graduate.  Our  supply  of 
skilled  laborers  and  of  well  educated  civil,  mechanical  and  electrical  en- 
gineers and  mill  men  is  scarcely  equal  to  one-tenth  of  the  demand.  New 
enterprises  throughout  the  State  are  steadily  increasing  the  demand. 
Skilled  labor  and  highly  educated  engineers  are  imported  from  other 
States,  and  are  doing  the  work  and  reaping  the  rewards  which  belong  to 
our  own  boys. 

The  accommodations  at  the  College  are  insufficient  for  more  than  one- 
half  or  one-third  of  the  boys  who  are  seeking  industrial  education.  Last 
vear  we  turned  off  nearly  a  hundred.  We  need  dormitory  room  for  at 
least  200  more  than  we  now  have.  We  need  a  textile  building,  a  chemi- 
cal building,  a  biological  building,  an  auditorium,  an  armory  and  gymna- 
sium, a  library  building  with  ha1  Is  for  the  literary  societies  and  a  build- 
ing for  veterinary  surgery.  It  is  commonty  supposed  that  the  State  is 
spending  large  sums  of  money  on  our  College,  but  this  is  not  true.  The 
State  appropriation  is  only  $ ro,ooo  annually. 

The  State  owes  it  to  her  sons,  especially  to  the  boys  on  the  farms  and 
in  the  work  shops,  to  provide  ample  accommodations  for  their  industrial 
education;  to  equip  the  College  thoroughly  with  all  facilities  for  educa- 
tion; to  reduce  the  expense  of  education  to  so  low  a  point  that  families 
of  ordinary  means  may  find  it  available  to  their  sons;  and  to  provide  op- 
portunities for  laV>or  and  self-support  in  order  that  bright  boys  without 
any  property  at  all  may  be  enabled  by  their  own  efforts  to  be  as  fully 
equipped  for  life  and  to  make  as  good  a  start  as  lads  more  blest  by  for- 
tune and  inheritance. 
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HOW  TO  ORGANIZE  OR  RE-ORGANIZE  A  SUB-AELIANCE. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  State  Alliance  Executive  Committees  recently, 
Bro.  T.  B.  Parker  was  asked  to  present  a  plan  for  re-organizing  defunct 
Subs.  He  presented  the  following  plan,,  which  was  unanimously  endorsed 
by  the  Executive  Committee  : 

Call  a  meeting  of  your  people.  Select  a  temporary  chairman  and  secre- 
tary. After  stating  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  select  one  or  more  to  wait 
on  the  audience  and  solicit  names  for  membership.  Old  members  may 
be  reinstated  by  the  payment  of  one  quarter  twenty-five  cents  back  dues. 
New  members  by  payment  of  fifty  cents  initiation  fee.  Organize  under 
the  old  charter,  using  old  name  and  number,  thus  saving  charter  fee. 
Elect  officers,  make  immediate  report  to  your  county  secretar)',  if  your 
county  is  organized.  If  not  organized,  send  report  direct  to  the  State 
Secretary.  Notify  the  State  Secretary  of  the  organization,  giving  him  the 
name  and  number  of  the  Alliance,  together  with  the  name  and  post-office 
of  the  secretary.  On  application,  the  State  Secretary  will  send  blanks 
and  give  any  other  information  he  can.
